He dresses for the part 
with his helmet, cleated shoes 
that lock into the pedals, 
special gloves that have a firm 
grip and are padded to re¬ 
duce compression of the 
palms. 

He explains that the cleated 
shoes permit the foot to be¬ 
come a part of the bike. 
“You don’t just push the 
pedal. You push and pull, 
push with one leg and pull 
with the other. It’s a constant 
power stroke.” 

Shorts are chamois-lined 
for more comfort and the 
regulation cycling shirt has 
pockets for storage in the 
back so there is no compres¬ 
sion on the stomach. Clothes 
are firm, close-fitting and 
made of bright colors. 

For winter there are arm 
and leg warmers with elastic 
tops and bottoms. These may 
be slipped on or off as the 
weather dictates. 

Bartolai talks about “car¬ 
bohydrate loading”—sweets 
and starches add to endurance. 
“You really go through de¬ 
pletion after an intense work¬ 
out.” 

When on a ride, the charis¬ 
matic Mayor stuffs bananas, 
oranges, granola bars, fig 
newtons and other cookies 
in his pockets for eating dur¬ 
ing the trip. “One thing I 
don’t do is eat a big meal 
because the digestive system 
needs to focus blood in one 
place.

Riggs honored 


Sierra Madre is one of those towns where 
fireworks—any kind of fireworks—are Illegal. 
And only those marked “Safe & Sane” are al¬ 
lowed in cities which permit their sale. 

Other nearby towns not allowing fireworks 
of any kind are Pasadena, Monrovia and San 
Marino, besides Los Angeles, of course. 

Illegal fireworks will be confiscated and 
citations issued. 

Los Angeles County Fire Chief Clyde A. 
Bragdon Jr. reminds residents that over the 4th 
of July holiday last year, the County Fire Dept, 
responded to 730 emergency Incidents, Inclu¬ 
ding 43 roof fires caused by fireworks. 

He has particularly warned everyone In 
these foothill areas that dry grass is extremely 
high and thick because of the heavy winter 
rains. This grass burns quickly and with a great 
amount of heat and embers that can ignite 
roofs easily. 

Beware of residentiaf groups where illegal 
fireworks are being displayed. They are Illegal— 
remember that.

Sudden, sharp, or prolonged noise pro¬ 
duced by fireworks may cause extensive dam¬ 
age to the sensitive nerves of domestic animals. 
Such unexpected noise can turn a normally 
calm pet into a nervous, frightened, over-exci¬ 
ted animal. 

Even the most Innocent-looking sparklers 
can cause unfortunate accidents. Carelessly 
discarded sparkler wires can burn or puncture 
the feet of both people and pets. Serious 
Int'rnal damage may be done to an animal If It 
chews on or swallows one of these wires.

According to Arnold Gaf- 
frey, “Foothill communities 
should deHnitely look into 
these new policies which are 
available at several area in¬ 
surance firmt. Homeowners 
should know it’s available. 

Old policies did not cover 
masonry su(h as pools, chim¬ 
neys, facades. Now those 
policies huve been stream¬ 
lined.”
